But Levin 
and other speakers said waste dispos- 
al efforts would be hampered because 
thero, is not yet any formally adopted 
system for. categorizing .the various 
kinds of nuclear waste. 

Low-level wastes were called the 
least dangerous kinds, and form a

Conference speakers 
contrasted low-level wastes to such 
high-level wastes as spent reactor fuel 
elements which require scdurc isola- 
tion for many centuries.
